Trouble Arose in Bochum When the Law Courts and 
Neighboring Prison Were Being Searched on Sus- 
picion That French Were Held There as Spies 


BOCHUM, Feb, 22.—The French soldiers this afternoon fired 
point-blank into a crowd of Germans in front of the law courts, 
killing one man and severely wounding two others. 

The trouble occurred while French troops, with tanks, were 
engaged in occupying the law courts building, and the neighbor-| 
ing prison on suspicion that certain Frenchmen had been incar- 
cerated as spies. During the course of this operation, one German 
official was arrested and placed under a guard of five French, 
soldiers, : 

Some of the bystanders hooted the soldiers, whereupon they 
fired into the crowd. The scene was witnessed by several foreign | 
newspapermen. The crowd had not molested the soldiers, and | 
the shooting apparently was due to the nervousness of young and | 
untried French soldiers, | 

The populace was greatly angered over the shooting, and one| 
body of the townspeople, finding a French civilian interpretor 
alone in the street, mobbed and man-handled him. The French- 
nian was removed, battered and bleeding, to the police station.

The public school board spent an evening re- 
viewing its estimates, with the result that there 
is hope of a substantie’ though not startling re- 
duction being made in the amount demanded from 
the taxpayers of the city, That will be none the 
less welcome because the board has not been noted 
for doing anything ‘‘ruthless’’ in the way of econ- 
omy, If the members of that body have at last 
come to see that squeezing out taxpayers is the 
sure end certain way to shut up the schools, and 
every other public service, the city council should 
be encouraged to call for less spending in other 
directions, and perhaps even the Provincial Gov- 
ernment may take the hint. 


ACTING UNDER PRESSURE. 


Premier Dunning of Saskatchewan says he 
would much rather recommend that Western 
farmers set up a co-operative wheat marketing 
scheme for the present year than take the neces- 
sary steps to create a compulsory wheat board. 
The head of a Government could hardly say more 
plainly than that that he is being forced into a 
line of action against his judgment; and one from 
which he apprehends consequences serious enough 
that he wants to put in a disclaimer beforehand. 
His position in that regard appears to be the same | 
as that of Premier Bracken and Premier Green- | 
field, except that Mr. Dunning has the courage or | 
the foresight to say that he does not approve of | 


what he is doing. 


ANOTHER LINE FENCE DISPUTE. 

The Poles and the Lithuanians are at it again | 
or vet—according as one choose to view the 
matter.

The Provincial Government, it is said, plans | 
to ‘‘shake up’’ the personnel of the Publie Utili- 
ties Commission. With a view. it is to be supposed, 
of getting rid of some of the present members, 
and of installing others who may be more sym- | 
pathetic toward the ideals of the Ministers in | 
regard to matters with which the commission is

In what direction the mind of the Government 
runs on that subject is indicated by the provisions 
of a new bill now in process of being converted 
into law by the Legislature. The new measure is 
to replace the present statutory authority under 
which the board acts, and to define the breadth, 
and length of its jurisdiction, In general the 
effect of the new law will be to give the board 
wider powers than it has as yet possessed, powers | 
wider than an autocratic body ever should possess 
in a country that is supposed to be governed by 
representatives of its people, and which in some 
cases will amount to the absolute negation of 
contracts, 

It is specified that the board shall have power: | 
(a)—To deal with public utilities and the pro- 
prietors thereof | 
(b)—To inquire into the merit of the applica- 
tion of any local authority for permission to raise 


of stock, and to grant or refuse such permission. 

(c)—To supervise the expenditure of moneys 
borrowed by a local authority. 

(d)—To deal with the financial affairs of local 
authorities. 

(e)—To grant permission for the extension of 
the time for repaying the indebtedness incurred 
by local authorities for the cost of municipal 
publie works. 

(f)—To separate land from an urban municip-

(g)—To order compromises of tax arrears. 

(h)—To deal with plans of subdivisions 

(i)—To administer the Sale of Shares Act. 

(j)—To perform such other duties as are now 
or shall be hereafter from time to time assigned 
to the board by statute or under statutory author- 
ity. 

The bill is naturally long in proportion to the 
list of subjects dealt with. Generally the pur- 
pose of it is to turn over to the commission powers 
which should be exercised by the Attorney Gen- 
eral; powers which the Minister of Municipalities 
should exercise; powers which no_ responsible 
Government here or elsewhere has hitherto 
sumed to exercise; and any other un-thought-of
